S5ut  not  to  clop  pou  buith  particular  rehearfall  of  fuch  things 
as  (£5od  1  Mature  hath  beftotoeo  on  thefe  places,  in  compart* 
fon  buherof,the  mofl  ferttl  part  of  al  England  ts(of  it  felfe)but 
barren  >  toe  toent  in  our  light-fwfman  fr8  this  3flano  to  the 
maine,righf  againtt  this  Jflano  fome  f too  leagues  off,tohere 
camming  aflpje ,  toe  tfmo  a  tohile  litre  men  ranifl)eD  at  the 
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beaufieand  delicacte  of  ffjts  ftoett  foile;  foj  befldcs  dtuers 
cUxtc  Labes  of  frety  teafer  (tohereoftoe  fairs  no  end)  mz* 
Boiues  berp  large  and  full  of  grecne  grafle;  eucn  themoff 
toaddp  places  (3  fpcaUe  0 n«lp  of fuefj  as  3  fate)  doegrotofo 
titttmet  and  apart,  one  tree  front  another,  bpon  grsne  graffie 
greuna ,  fometohat  fjigfjer  than  the  ptaines,  as  if$ature 
luoulo  l^cin  herfetfe  aboue  tier  potoer,  artificial!,  l^ard  bp, 
toe  efptco.feucn  Indians }  atto  commtng  bp  to  ffjem,  atfirtf 
tljcp  erpjeffed  feme  feare ;  but  being  entboldned  bp  our  ronr> 
teous  bfage,  and  fome  trifles  tohiclj  toe  gauethsrp,  thep  fob 
lobseo  bs  to  a  neefie  of  land, tohiclj  use  imagines  had  becne  fe* 
uerco  from  ttis  maine ;  but  finding  it  of  her  toife,.toc  pertetued 
abroad  harbour  ojrtucrs  mouth,  tohtch  ranne  bp  info  the 
matne :  but  becaufe  the  dap  bias  farre  fpcnf,  toe  Uierc  fojcco 
to  returnctothclfiand  from  tohence  tee  entne,  leaning  the 
tnfcouerieofthis  harbour,  fojatime  ofbetterleafureiofthe 
gcootteffe  of  tohich  harbour,  asalfoofmanp  others  thereat 
bouts,  there  is  fmall  doubt,  ronfidering  that  all  the  Iflands, 
as  alfo  tije  maine  (toherc  tec  toerc)  is  all  vocfiie  grounds  and 
bjohen  lands.  $oto  tljenertdap,  toe  determined  to  fojtifie 
our  felues  in  the  little  plot  of  ground  in  the  midlf  offhcliafie 
aboue  mentioned ,  tohere  toe  built  an  houfe ,  and  couercd  t£ 
toith  feDgc,  tohich  greto  about  this  lafee  in  great  abundance ; 
in  building  tohereef,  toe  fpent  % ee  toeefis  and  rnoje :  but  the 
fecond  dap  after  our  contming  from  the  maine,  toe  efpieo  9 
canotocsoj  boats’,  tottlj  fiftie Indians  in  them,  comming 
totoaro  bs  from  thispart  offhe  maine,  toljerc  toe, ttooaaics 
before,  landed;  and  being  loth  thep  IfyoulaDtfcouer  our  fojti* 
fication,  toetoentoutontbefeafioetonusttljem;  anatom* 
ming  fometohat  ncere  them ,  thep  all  fat  dotone  bpon  the 
(tones,  calling  aloud  to  bs  (as  toe  rigtjtlp  gheffed)  to  doe  the 
like, a  little  dittance  from  them :  hauing  fat  a  tohtie  in  this  03* 
der,captaine  Gofnold  milled  me  to  go  bnto  them, to  foe  tohat 
countenance  thep  toouln  ntalte;  but  aflame  as  3  came  bp  bm 
to  them,  one  ofthem^a  tohorn  3  had  giuen  a  finite  ttoo  dates 
before  in  the  matne, Uneto  meftohom  3  alfo  berp  toel  remem* 
bjed)  andfmiliugbponme,  fpafie  fometohat  bnto  theirlojd 
0}  captaine,tohtch  fat  in  the  mtoflof  them,toho  pjefcntlp  rote 
bp  and  tfflfic  a  large  leaner  ffitn  from  one  that  fled  about 
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him, and  gaue  it  bnfornc,  tobicb  3  retjuiCcu  fo;  that  time  the 

bcS  3  could  :  but  31  pointing  totoards  captaine  Gofnold, 

made  fignestinto  bint,  that  be  teas  our  captaine,  and  deli* 

reus  to  be  bis  frieno,and  enter  league  toithbin^tobicb^sBl 

pereciueo)  be  tmoerftmo,  ano  maoefignes  of  top :  tobereup# 

on  captaine  Gofnold  toifb  the  reft  of  fjts  ccmpaute,  being 

ttoenticinall,  camebpfcnto  them;  and  after  manp  fignes 

ofgrafulaftons  (captatnc  Gofnold  pjefenting  their  JL.  toiftj 

r  crtcine  trifles  tobicb  tbep  toondjed  at  ,and  tjigljl'p  ctfamed ) 

toe  became  berp  great  friends ,  and  fent  fo  j  meat  abeejo  our  / 

fballop ,  and  gaue  tljcm  fucb  meats  as  lue  Ijad  tljen  rcadie 

dieffeo,  tobereof  tbep  miflikeo  nothing  but  cur  muttard, 

tobercat  tljep  made  manp  a  fotoje  face.  flSBUjile  toce  toere 

tljus  snerrp,  one  of  them  bad  tonueied  a  target  of  ours  into
